PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To properly and 
quickly set and change the extent of the vibration 
amplitude of an ultrasonosurgical operation device, 
a liquid feed volume and the like by providing a 
handpiece with an adjustment means for a current 
amount, a liquid feed volume and a suction volume. 
SOLUTION: A handpiece 1 is connected to the 
high-frequency generation means 3 of an 
ultrasonosurgical operation device body 2 via an 
electric cable for receiving high-frequency current 
Also, the handpiece 1 is connected to a liquid feed 
means 4 via a liquid feed tube 7 and to a suction 
means 5 via a suction tube 8. The handpiece 1, 
upon receipt of high-frequency current from the 
high-frequency generation means 3, generates an 
ultrasonic vibration at the forward end, and crushes 
a tissue. At the same time, the handpiece 1 
receives physiological salt solution from the liquid 
feed means 4 for washing away blood. Also, the 
suction means 5 draws and removes a crushed 
tissue. In this case, an adjustment means 9 
attached to the handpiece 1 adjusts the extent of 
crushing, washing and suction. According to this 
construction, the setting and change of a condition 
such as the extent of a vibration amplitude can be 
quickly and properly made. 
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
